Mr. P. R. Carson of Toronto, -who is 
at present registered at the Alberta, on his 
return trip from the coast, says that there 
is a good deal of excitement in Victoria B. 
C. relative to the British Pacific R. R. 
which ultimately expects to tap the fertile 
valley of the Saskatchewan. At present, 
Victoria has no railway connection with the 
mainland and is cut off by Vancouver. 
This new line would not only make Van- 
couver and Victoria two competing cities 
on the same footing with each other; but it 
would give the farmers of the Saskatche- 
wan two competing points for their produce. 
Victoria being a nearer market is the 
natural outlet through the Yellowhead 
pass, for the products of this mch district, 
in tapping which, Victoria would be a great 
gainer, inasmuch as it would be tributary 
to a much rich district in natural products 
than Vancouver is at present. The benefit 
to this district would be two competing 
markets, two competing railroads. 

THe Rev. Father Lacombe, who some 
forty-seven years ago landed at Edmonton 
a young missionary and who has since been 
practically all over the Northwest, is now 
again sent back to his first post. The Rev. 
Father was at the time of the B. C. floods 
attending a congress of the Indians of the 
Pacific Province. He speaks very highly of 
the state of civilization to which they have 
attained. He was particularly struck with 
the efforts made by the C. P. R. to look 
after the comforts of all their passengers 
during the time of the obstruction. Where 
transfers had to be made the employees 
did everything in their power to assist 
women and children over the rough places 
and in the dining cars and dining stations 
the poorest as well as the richest were 
supplied with the best the tables afforded 
free of cost. Although the Rev. Father has 
not been a resident of Calgary for some 
time, still Calgarians of all creeds and de- 
nominations will join in wishing him every 
prosperity and happiness in any field in 
which he is ealled to labor.—vUalgary 
Tribune. 

Mr. James Grey, a_ settler from Georgia 
U. $8. who left the sate of Oregon for the 
south in anticipation of finding a better 
country, arrived on Monday’s train and 
thinks he has found the ‘“‘promised land” 
in Alberta. He staid at Lacombe on his 
way up here and reports having seen the 
best barley and cats he ever saw in his life 
there, for in E. Oregon they can grow 
neither, grass being ont of the question 
except in the Palouse district where a course 
timothy is found. He says the wheat crop 
in E. Oregon never had better prospects 
than it had five weeks ago, and will likely 
be the biggest yield they have had for 
years, probably 40 and 50 bushels to the 
acre ; but owing to wretched railway facil- 
ities it will be after Christmas before it 
can be got out. He says it is a common 
thing to see fifty thousand bushels of wheat 
stacked up alongside the railroad at stations 
waiting to be shipped. This stays out in 
rain or snow until the railway company can 
move it. Lumber is too expensive and not 
to be had to cover it with. Fortunately 
only the bottom sacks are usually spoiled ; 
but the farmers lose a great deal, some 
seasons, by wet and snow. Mr. Grey has 
been looking at the country around St. 
Albert, the Sturgeon and other places since 
his arrival. 


TuERE 1s every possibility that the sand- 
stone found on the Saskatchewan about 
fifty miles west of the town will be utilized 
for building purposes before long. Messrs. 
Degagne and Lamoureux, who have located 
the claim, brought a barge load down 
recently and two more are on the way. All 
of it has been sold and there is a great 
demand for more. This stone will be used 
for the foundation of the R. C. manse to be 
erected on Victoria street, and the town 
council have mentioned its discovery to the 
Public Works department at Ottawa, so 
that it may be used im building the piers 
of the new bridge. The sandstone is said 
to be easily worked. The claim extends 
three-quarters of a mile in length and is 
from 18 to 20 feet in depth. Being close to 
the river the stone can be easily hewa out 
and brought to town in about the lengths 
required, where it will be dressed according 
to the shapes ordered. Two barges, each 
capable of carrying 17280 pounds each can 
be loaded and breught to town in 24 
hours, and it is proposed to have a great 
deal brought down before navigation closes 
to be on hand for building purposes next 
year if not used this fall. Another valu- 
able feature of the claim is the fact that the 
rock lies on a sort of mineral sandstone 
that will make cement. A kiln and 
cupola will be built for its reduction as soon 
as capital permits. Mr. Degagne leaves this 
week to supermtend operations.

The letters abound in — trips by 
sledge and canoe, in danger from storm, 
cracking ice and polar bears, and all the un- 
Jeasantness of living among uncleanliness 
and vermin. He describes their wild orgies, 
called medicine dances, and his efforts to 
break them up, and shows that much pro- 
-ress has been made in reaching the hearts 
of these poor and doubly benighted savages. 
I: is impossible to give even a faint idea of 
the work Mr. Stringer is carrying on, a few 
extracts only can be inserted. At one of 
the stations he says: They have a good sized 
oughly built, log building, which is used as 

jucil chamber, and for other public pur- 
ses, In thishe heldservice almost every day. 
Ie says. ‘‘At first sight it was an uncertain 
thing and interruptions might occur at any 
moment ; but before 1 left we used to have 
vuiet orderly services—singing, reading and 
, rayer—and sometimes they were hearty. 


Qne day, in the midst of the service, the 
head of a whale was brought in for all to 
eat. Some wished to begin at it then and 
there, but at the word of the chief all 


refr ined. As soon as the last prayer was 
said and I told them ‘‘taima” (that will do), 
a was made for it, and it soon disap- 
peared. A choice piece was given to me to 
ook and eat. The others omitted the cook- 
ing. I learned to like fresh whale whilst 
there and ate a good deal.” 

On another occasion when a number were 
off hunting, unable to get the others to 
attend service, and discouraged and dis- 
appointed with the day’s proceedings, he 
was just about to retire to rest when a 
ive came to say that he was wanted at

council house. He went, “‘ wondering 
what Was Wrong, and was surprised to see 
nearly all the men sitting their quietly. 
Their hunt had been quite unsuccessful. )” 
They said they wanted me to teach them 


to sing like the Ithillys (Indians). So I sat 

n and we sang and read and prayed for 
about two hours. They were very atten- 
tive, and we had a most profitable time. 


’ 

‘‘Hunting the grampus is their chief oc- 
cupation in summer, and last season 155 
were killed. After a day’s hunt, all 
would meet in the council house and the 
exploits and adventures of the day would 
be related with great animation and con- 
siderable eloquence. Some of them had 
said that they would not hunt on Sun- 
days; but one day when Mr. Stringer was 
in a tent visiting a sick person, a cry was 


raised that whales were in sight, and 
when he came out of the tent all the men 
were off in their kyaks. 

Amongst other purposes the council house 


was used for dancing. On the night after 
his arrival, as he was sitting there, a 
dance commenced, which is best describ- 
edin his own words: ‘“*I watched them 
fora while, and before I knew it they had 
turned it into a medicine making _ per- 
formance. So I thought I would see it 
through. It became wild. Had it not 
been that the ones who took part were 
those who were friendly to me I think I 
should have been nervous, or in other 
words scared. When you see a big knife 
brandished in close proximity to you, and 
the brandisher going through all sorts of 
contortions and mimicry, such as_ few 
lunatics would be guilty of, you begin 
to wonder what is going to happen next ; 
at least I did, and several times would 
have been glad to be out of there, but I 
thought if Ileft they would think I was 
scared, and that would never do, so I saw 
it to the finish, I think several of them 
were possessed. Otherwise I don’t know 
how they could have gone through the 
performance as they did. Perhaps it was 
just as well that I witnessed it once, but 
1 don’t think I shall again.” 


The second visit was to Herschel island, 
and was undertaken at the beginning of 
winter. Taking a train of dogs, sled, pro- 
visions and everything necessary for a 
journey over the snow, and accompanied 
by an Indian, he left the mission on Oct. 
27th, and reached the island after fourteen 
day’s travelling. It wasa trying journey. 
A dense fog compelled them to hug the 
shore, and thus increase the distance. The 
sudden breaking off from the shore of a 
large sheet of ice nearly caused their being 
carried out to sea, and endangered their 
lives. They also narrowly escaped a visit, 
during the night, from a large polar bear, 
which was looking out for winter quarters, 
and perhaps for a supper too. They feil in 
with a party of Eskimos and stayed with 
them a day. They seemed to be utterly 
ignorant of the gospel. He had there his 
first experience of living in a snow house, 
and had one of hisown. ‘The first,” he 
says, ‘lever owned.” About fifteen miles 
from the island they came across another 
party, whom they were glad to meet, as 
their provisions had run out. They were 
all strangers to Mr. Stringerand many of 
them had never before seen a missionary. 
He says, *‘ I had seen some of their relations 
last summer and they plied me with questions 
about them, for they had not heard of them 
since last winter. In most cases I was 
able to tell them some news of their distant 
friends, and I could scarcely get away from 
them. ButlI promised to come backjin a 
few days, and at last broke away and made 
for the ships. Iwas sorry to hear of the 
death of Oobouk, the Eskimo whom I ac- 
companied to the fort last spring. He died 
the night before I arrived. A number of 
Eskimos were living near the ships I visited 
those as much as possible, and taught them 
what I could. I made two trips to the 
\illage on the mainland, staying over night 
each time, and was much pleased with their 
eagerness to learn. They used to gather in 
the largest house, and were very attentive 
«8 lread them the Gospel. Their houses 
were the half-underground ones, built partly 
ot poles, and covered with snow. In_ the 
house where J stopped, there were about 
twenty people living. The building was 
about six feet high in the centre, sloped to 
the sides, and would have a fioor area of 
about fifteen feet. Iwas kept busy while 
there holding little services with them, and 
trying to answer all the questions they ask- 
ed, Dine man said he killed another a 
long time ago, and eagerly enquired if there 
were a chance of his going to heaven. A 
women wanted to know if they used tobacco 
in heaven. Some of them been at Peel 
River some time ago, and Archdeacon Mc- 


Donald of Bishop Bomoas had given them 
some instruction, but most of them were 
from farther west, and had never been to 
the fort. And to think of these poor people 
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They were as kind as could be, and wanted 
me to stay all winter. Then they wanted 
me to come back and stay all next winter, 
and said they would hunt for me and get 
me a supply of meat. The whalers too, 
were very kind and entertained him right 
hospitably, and when he left, after a short 
siay of about a fortnight, laded him with 


such things as were necessary for the 
journey.”

Srr,—I am pleased to see by your last 
issue that the Edmonton District Rod and 
Gun Club is taking a step in the right 
direction in trying to stop the extermination 
of the prairie chicken. It is high time we 
were doing something to protect our feath- 
ered game, and it is to be hoped every 
sportsman will support the club and protest 
against the wholesale slaughter which 
annually takes place early in the season. 
It is neither manly nor sportsmanlike to kill 
thirty or forty brace of birds when they are 
so tame that you might almost knock them 
over with your hat ; besides at that time of 
the year birds will not keep and in many 
cases have to be thrown away as unfit for 
use. By the 15th Sept. birds are strong on 
the wing and by extending the close season 
to that date there will at least be less fear 
of the prairie chickens becoming like the 
butfalo—a thing of the past.

HOMESTEAD REGULATIONS 


All even numbered sections excepting 8 and 26 are 
open for homestead entry (160 acres) by any person 
sole head of a family, or any male over the age of 18 


years. 
ENTRY. 


Entry may be made personally at the local land 
office for the district in which the land to be taken 
is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 
application to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
the Commissiouer of Dominion Lands, Winnipeg, 
receive authority for some one to be named by the 
intending settler near the local office to make the 
entry for him. Entry fee $10, or if cancelled land $20. 

DUTIES. 

Under the present law homestead duties may be 
performed in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry: 

1. Three years’ cultivation and residence, during 
which period the settler may not be absent for more 
than six monthsin any one year wWithont forfeiting 
the entry. 

APPLICATION FOR PATENT 


may be made before the local agent, or any home- 
stead inspector. 

Six Months’ Notice Must be Given in Writing to the 
Commissioner of Dominion Lands by a Settler of his 
Intention Prior to Making Application for Patent. 

PRE-EMPTIONS are by law ABOLISHED, and may 
not be entered for after 1st January, 1890. 

A Second Homestead. 
may be taken by anyone who has performed the 
duties to entitle him to a certificate of recommenda- 
tion for the first homested on or prior to the second 
day of June, 1889. 

Forfeited or cancelled Pre-Emptions may be taken 
as second homesteads. 

All communications having reference to lands 
under control of the Dominion Government, lying 
between the castern boundary of Manitoba and the 
Pacific Coast should be addressed to.
